Dear Graduates: 


The most exciting news in the past year is that a bill has been passed to 
build a new clinic building for the SIU School of Dental Medicine. Early 
in July the Illinois General Assembly approved a capital projects appro- 
priation bill that included provisions for a $5,182,200 dental clinic 
building. A few weeks later the bill was finalized by the Governor's 
signature. 


The new building, as approved, would provide for 72 dental operatories plus 
the supporting functions such as sterilizing, records, clinical laboratories, 
consultation rooms and waiting areas. The preliminary plan calls for 18,788 
square feet of useable space from an overall size of about 31,000 square 
feet. A School of Dental Medicine committee has been diligently working 

on more specific elements of a plan that would be further refined technically 
and put into blueprint form by an architect in the near future. The univer- 
sity administration is now in the process of appointing an architect for this 
purpose. Tentative plans are for the new building to be located near the 
CPA Building on the side toward the athletic field, extending in that direc- 
tion as necessary to accommodate the space needs. 


On another subject, I am pleased to report to you that our graduates have 
fared well on being accepted into graduate programs in the last couple of 
years. I don't have exact figures available right now but my own personal 
observation, and that of faculty members, is that we have done very well 
indeed as far as numbers accepted into very competitive graduate programs. 
Of course this speaks very well for the dental education that you received 
and the favorable image created by our graduates, including ‘you and many 
others. I hear good things about you from many areas. 


I know you will continue to do well in your professional careers. Congratu- 
lations on your graduation and I wish you much success in the future.
